You who welcomed them into the church, who 
have vowed to watch over them, must guard

ity. On the receipt of the letter, he called to- 


‘gether the members “scattered abroad,” and 


read them the united address of the pastor and 
people. The hearts of those thus convened, 
instantly responded to the appeal.

“ Often therefore, realizing our connexion as 
members one of another, have our united pray- 
ers ascended in your behalf, that the paternal 
care of our Heavenly Father might be extend- 
ed towards you, and that amidst all the chan- 
ges through which you might pass, you might 
be made to know and feel that Ilis love and 
mercy were thrown around you to kecp you 
from the evil that is in the world. We have 
besought Him that He would constantly re- 
mind you of your weakness and many infirmi- 
ties, that you might be induced to cling the 
closer to that blessed Saviour who is not only 
your sirength and righteousness, but your por- 
tion forever. We have tervently supplicated 
for your spiritual and temporal prosperity, and 

t you might not be suffered to idolize the 
fruits of your labors; that in socicty in which 
you must necessarily mingle you might be 
able to keep yourselves unspotted and pure ; 
that the closet might witness your faithfulness 
to the vows of God that are upon you, and that 


_no worldly-engagement might be allowed to 


alienate your hearts from that consecrated 


spot.’ 


Then having.alluded affectionately to God’s 


goodness to them in all their wanderings, and 


to their wives and children still at home, they 
close with a kind and: earnest exhortation, of 
which the following isa part. “ Watch unto 
prayer. Let it be scen and felt that you are 
the children of God. And may your conyersa- 


tion and deportment be a constant rebuke to 


the spirit of ungodliness that prevails around 
you. Oh, be faithful to your Saviour. to your- 
selves, and to all within the reach of your in- 
fluence.” 
The reply, having alluded gratefully to the 
affectionate tone of the letter, says, it was read 
They 
had received such letters from their relatives, 
and had been cheered and strengthened by 
them. That, however, was what they had ex- 
pected. But to be thus remembered and ad- 
dressed by their “mother church,” quite over- 
came them. It wasa glad surprise. The re- 
ply says of the letter, “It was timely, it was 


needed. We are amid scenes of temptation 


and of sin. We fear the closet is too much 
neglected by professing Christians in Califor- 
nia, and that the influence of the world and the 
deceitfulness of riches are getting much too 
firm a hold on their affections.” As proof of 
the timeliness of the exhortation from home, it 
alludes to the many professing christians, “ sons 


~ Of praying parents, sons of ministers even, who 


do not scruple to take God’s name in vain, to 
break His holy Sabbath, who have burned their 
church letters, who even boast of not having 
been inside of a church for more than a year.”

Necuicryck oF our Lecistators—The laws 
ef this State are somewhut obscure, and their 
application and enforcement matters of interest 
or convenience with the interpreters and exec- 
utors thereof; but the Constitution is a thing of 
to-day, to-morrow, this year, next year, and for 
{wenty years, and should, therefore, be thor- 
oughly understood. All its plain provisions 
should be stringently enforced, for they are the 
fundamental law of the State, with which every 
man should be acquainted. Yet how do we 
find the case? A plain provision of the Consti- 
tution decrees that murder shall attach to the 
crime of duelling, and that he who escapes the 
chances of the combat and the vigilance of the 
law, shall not be eligible to any of the peculiar 
privileges of a freeman—he shall hold no office 
of honor or profit, nor shall he vote in the elec- 
tions of the State. This is the law of the Con- 
stitution, and yet we see the Legislature in ses- 
sion at Vallejo, and allowing this clause to be 
ome in their very presence. Mr. Denver, who 

illed the lamented editor of the Alia California 
in a duel, not only holds his seat as a Senator, 
but has actually been appointed as a committee 
wan on the Judiciary. Is this not inconsistent ! 
ds it not wrong! and does it not betray a strange 
disregard for one’s oath, to sce grave Senators 
arranged tn order, investigating the abuses of 
government, with a man sitting in their midst, 
whom the law has denounced as a murderer!

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‘Cuicon¥ or Succory, sometimes, called 
dive, may be seen daily in our markets, fresh 
from the gardens in this vicinity. The scien- 
tific name is Chicorium Intybus; a perennial 
native of Europe. It has a long thick carrot 
like root, from the top of which spread out 
sideways large lettuce like leaves with deep 
indented edges, giving it a matted [frizzled ap- 
pearance, significantly called by the French, 
Monk’s Beard. The white center is produced by 
blanching, i. e. excluding the light, so as to de- 
prive it of the native bitterness; it is thus ren- 
dered a very delicate, tender, and agreeable 
pungent salad. In light moist soil, this bitter- 
ness is naturally absent, and the young and 
tender roots are also eaten with other vegeta- 
bles. Whenjit shoots into flower, the thick 
stem rises to 3 or 4 feet, and the rigid rough 
branches are clothed with leaves and blue 
flowers. 

On the Continent of Europe it has long been 
cultivated as a substitute for clover. It is re- 
puted to increase both the milk and flesh of 
cattle, is-also a great favorite withjsheep, and 
greedily eaten by horses. In California it 
would be particularly suitable for green sum- 
mer feed; the root seeking nourishment from 
a great depth, thereby defying drought. The 
quickness of its growth, renders it very valuble 
when other green fodder is scarce, increasing 7 
inches in 3 weeks,while sanfoir and burnet forage 
plants grow but 4 inches. It is said to be superior 
to the “ alfalfa” or lucern, in the proportion of 3 
to 1. It may, like those, also be cut snecessive- 
ty as needed ; and thus yield a supply of fresh 
feed in this vicinity, nearly the entire year.— 
Arthur Young of England, and Mr. Crette of 
France, together with the Patent Office Report 
for A. D. 1847, and numerous other works, may 
be profitably consulted. They? all go to 
show the prodigious importance attached to it 
by foreign cultivatiors. It has yielded 30 to 
40 tons of green fodder per acre annually, or 
11 tons of a very nutricious hay.

not a few are working the more reliable, if not.

their energies to this important branch of pub- 
lic and private prosperity, should lose no time in 
attending to the matter. 

The directions of Mr. Neff, given in your last 
number, are sufficiently clear and explicit, em- 
bodying, as they do, the practical experience of | 
a number of years. I am not prepared to say 
whether the rich soil of California requires as 


these directions, but it will probably be safest to 
adhere to the rules laid down. I am familiar 
with the hedges upon Mr. Neff’s magnificent 
farm at Yellow Springs, Ohio, and any one who 
has seen the long lines of living green, forming 
the outside boundary and sub-divisions of his 
beautiful place, extending in length to some 
miles, will bear testimony to the plan recom- 
mended. 

After experimenting for years on a variety of 
material, the intelligent farmers and planters 
of the older States have united in their testimo- 
ny in favor of the Osage Orange. Miles of this 
hardy plant, with its dense and bright green 
foilage, may be seen, flashing in the sunlight 
like a necklace of emerald in the prairies of 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. Its utility has been 
thoroughly tested, and nothing can certainly be 
more ornamental. I trust that the time is not 
far distant when the beautiful plains of Califor- 
nia, will be intersected in similar style. — 

The objections that the dry seasons might be 
fatal to the Osage Orange are not valid, as this 
plant puts forth a long lap root, drawing 
moisture and nourishment from far below the 
surface, and puts forth but few lateral fibres.— 
The objections that the depredations of squirrels 
and rabbits would be equally disastrous, we 
think can be avoided by the method recom- 
mended by Mr. Neff of dishing the surface when 
the hedge is planted. Let the experiment, at 
least, be thoroughly tested by the enterprising 
Agriculturalists of

ly cultivated in Belgium and Germany for 
preparing from the root a powder as a substi- 
tute for coffee. It has now become a very 
considerable article of commerce, and is brought 
from foreign ports to this market; thousands 
of pounds of this article may be seen on the 
corner of Montgomery and Jackson streets.— 
When mixed one part chicory to two of coffee, 
the latter is rendered much less injurious to 
invalids; the writer recalls to mind, the spark- 
ling eye of travelers, in French Flanders parti- 
cularly, while recounting in glowing style, the 
exquisite flavor and soothing power of “mine 
Hosts” intellectual beverage. We would re- 
spectfully suggest (sub rosa) this adulteration 
in lieu of the villianous bean soup served up for 
coffee so frequently in this community. For this 
purpose the young roots of the first season (af- 
ter this they become tough and stringy) are 
taken up, washed, scraped, and split, at the 
thickest part, and cut across in pieces 2 or 3 
inches long ; then dried in an oven or kiln, (a 
nice operation, to prevent scorching and retain 
the fine flavor.) This is packed and sold in 
the market. It is afterwards cut or chopped 


into small pieces and roasted exactly like cof- 


fee, and ground in a mill.

Northern Part of Galifornia 
Crrv, Jan. 18. 

 Farexp Pactric:—Having been often asked by 
‘persons in this region about the coast in the 
northern part of the State and southern part of 
Oregon, what little I have to communicate may 
be generally acceptable. Trinidad Bay is the 
northernmost harbor in this State now in use; 
and though in present realities compared with 
former extravagant anticipations it may be con- 
sidered a failure, yet it may still be a place of 
considerable importance from the agricultural 
region about it. Asa sea-port for the mining 
region east of it, it must remain of little account 
so long as the great number of hostile Indi 
infest its very lad trail. Sotabarg 8 ls 


from the mouth of the Umpqua is the 


most port in Oregon. ‘There are a few troo 


and some settlers at Port Orford; but from 
these places there is only a pack trail going 
back into the country, and they are too far north 
for the present mining population. During the 
past autumn three companies of miners have 
started from Rogue river valley to find a pas- 
sage over the Coast Range to the Pacific. One 
company was cut off by the Indians, the other 
two succeeded in reaching the coast, or at least 
they went within a few miles of it, so as to see 
the harbor at the mouth of Smith’s river. One 
company passed down the coast and came up 
the Klamath, the other returned the way they 
went, to Table Rock City, or Jacksonville, 
as it is generally called, in Rogue Valley. They 
intended to return immediately and make a set- 
tlement at the mouth of Smith’s river, but were 
prevented by the early setting in of the rains. 
The harbor is said to be a good one. If it should 
prove so, the place will undoubtedly become 
one of considerable importance, for there is quite 
an agricultural region along the coast; and the 
Sailur Diggings are only 35 miles back, and 
there is a large mining country there already 
filled with enterprising men. Illinois river rises 
in the Coast Range and runs nearly north into 
Rogue river. Its tributaries are Josephene, Al- 
thausor, Allhouse and Applegate Creeks. A 
large amount of gold has already been taken 
from these creeks and the main rivér. Sail- 
ors Diggigs are near Illinois river, on the 
west side and a little above the mouth of All- 
louse Creck, From there to Rogue River Val- 
ley itis about 45 miles. There will then be 
within 80 miles of the mouth of Smith's river, 
a large and well filled mining and agricultural 
country. There are-from 3000 to 5000 men 
there now. Within 150 miles is Yreka and 
Scott's Valley, allof which section will be sup- 
placd with provisions and merchandise from this 
nearest point of course. Good trails and per- 
haps wagon roads can be made to all these 
places from that point on the coast. The only 
question to be settled is respecting the harbor. 
All have been able thus far to learn is that 
Smith, after whom the river is called, examined 
it to some extent and pronounced it good.

Letter from San Diego. 

Ep. Pactric:—I arrived here in the Oregon, 
much pleased with the speed, conveniences and 
comforts of this fine steamer. There were so 
much neatness and good order, and withal such 
a feeling of security on board, that with pleas- 
ant friends, I had a most agreeable trip from 
your City to this port. We entered Saturday 
night. The next morning under a clear, blue 
sky and bright sun, the earth around carpeted 
with the freshest green, I proceeded to Old- 
town in hopes I might participate in a religious 
service there. In this I was disappeinted. The 
bulk of the population are of the Roman Cath-| 
olic Church. Their service, if they had had 
one, was over before I reached the place. The 
billiard rooms were comparatively well attend- 
ed, and by those, too, whose appearance and Jan- 
guage proclaimed that they came from a land 
where they were better taught. Of what use is 
it, Mr. Editor, to get up New England Societies, 
and talk largely of the virtues of our ancestors 
and their self-denials, congratulating ourselves 
on our worthy descent from them, if our puri- 
tan principles ooze out from us at the first ex- 
posure, and while we whiten our Fathers’ sepul- 
chres discard the virtues which made them good 
and great. 

At night a Fandango came off, to which mine 
host politely invited me.
